Tin meeting will be held on Mon­ 
day, October 7, Farm Security Ad­ 
ministration office in Hondo, begin­ 
ning at 2 :O0 P. M. 
Debt-distressed farmers of Medina 
County may appear before this meet­ 
ing for a discussion of ways to help 
them. 
Mr. 
Welhauson 
stated 
that

debt a d justm ent committee has found 
many creditors willing to grant time 
extensions, 
re-amortizations, 
and 
sometimes adjustments in principal 
and interest to farmers who showed 
a sincere willingness to pay as much 
as they can 0:1 their indebtedness. 
‘In almost every case,*’ he said, “ it 
is to the creditors advantage to per­ 
mit the debtor-former to remain on 
his farm so ti.at eventually he can 
pay a large part of his obligations.” 
The farm debt adjustm ent com­ 
mittee, composed of local men, seeks 
to work out a fair agreement be­ 
tween debt-burdened farm er and hi> 
creditois, providing for a repayment 
I schedule which th** farm er can meet.

ABOUT THE THIRD 


TERM 


By F re d W . D avis 


The question of a third term at the 
presort 
time 
should 
be 
discussed 
fr rn 
two standpoints. 
First, as a 
principle. Second* the particular man 
seek! eg a third term and his probable 
motives. 
I will here deal with the first, or 
the principle involved. The tenure of 
Office for our presidents was one of 
the 
knottiest questions before 
the 
constitutional convention. It w a s dw­ 
ell* 
cl time and again, agreed upon 
only to c< me up again. Once it was 
agr* id to limit the president to one 
term of seven years. Later that plan 
wa - •. t aside and finally they settled 
upon a four year term with nothing 
said about succession. Consequently, 
those who favor a third term can 
ti . hfullv say the founding fathers 
left the future generations to deter­ 
mine 
how 
long 
a 
president 
shall 
serve. In the legal right to a third 
term, fourth term or any number of 
*■ 'ms there can be no question. But 
win n the third termites come to the 
almost 
universal 
opinion 
of 
our 
greatest statesm en they are left out 
in the cold. 


I he third term question came up 
as soon as time rolled around to it. 
Leaders and very likely the people 
wanted VWallington to stand for a 
third term. But he refused. W ashing­ 
ton. however, made no pretense at 
setting a precedent when he refused 
to run again. W hile this is admitted, 
every historian knows that any e f ­ 
fort by any president to perpetuate 
himself in office would have received 
his severest condem nation. Jefferson, 
as we know', set the precedent and 
so intended it. Jefferson was not a 
m ember of the constitutional con­ 
vention, as he was representing us in 
France at the time. Ho told Wash­ 
ington, however, they made a mis­ 
take in not limiting the tenure by 
constitutional 
enactm ent. 
Jefferson 
was an active president with constant 
clashes with leaders and with the 
supreme 
court. 
Europe 
w'as 
being 
overrun and dominated by .Napoleon 
Bonaparte. England being about the 
only country he could not pursue. 
Our commerce was not m erely cir­ 
cumscribed by a neutrality act, hut 
was 
under 
a 
com plete 
embargo. 
I here was much distress and great 
< oticern over foreign relations. 
In 
tin* midst of all o f this, party leaders 
and those with their heads iii the 
then rather poorly furnished public 
J :t s. urged him to seek a third term. 
Th; legislature of his home state of 
^ ,*’C,n,s petitioned him to run. To 
all of it he 
aid no. He said it was as 
much a patriotic duty to lay down 
public office as it wags to take it up. 


He made 
many able and 
patriotic 
observations concerning a third term. 
A m ong other 
things 
he 
* \pi

the hope that if any pre' l en t evt r 
* an 
for 
a 
third 
term 
the 
p “epic 
would defeat him. 
President Monroe \\ rn was prac­ 
tically 
Unanimously 
elected 
and 
would have been so elected had it 
not been decided to let Washii gton 
carry that honor alone, would 
not 
s .and for a thiid term. Like a patriot 
l»e retired at the end of hi> second 
term and went bank to his people 
whom he subsequently served ii 
the 
humble 
position as justice of the 
peace. 
The effort of Wright Potman and 
other totalitarian Democrats to meet 
J efferso n ’s views of a third ter n by 
stating he opposed a third tern 
for 
congressmen also is the thinnest of 
sophistry. The whole danger to our 
institution 
and 
social 
order 
is 
in­ 
volved in the centralized power of 
the president. There is no such 
low­ 
er in congress because o f 96 d iffer­ 
ent political units in the senate an i 
435 in the house. Besides this, the 
president has at all times the power 
of two-thirds of both branches of 
congress. 
President 
Jackson 
w'as 
perhaps 
more positive and outspoken against

term than 
was J e ff en on. 
hirst, 
last,
